ET Hanua, probated today, an. estata 
valued at about $3,000,000 is left to 
the family. There are no public be- 
quests. 
The principal beneficiaries 


are the widow, biro. Charlotte Han- 
na; the son,, Daniel Rhodes Banna; 
tho two daughters, Mabel Augusta 
Hanna Parsono and Mrs. Ruth Mc- 
Cormick, wife of Madill'- McCormick, 
of Chicago. A sister, Lilian C. Hr.n- 
n?, Baldwin, is given $10,000. An 
aunt, Mrs. Helen Converse, is given 
§1,000 and each of the grandchil- 
dren $5,000. 
The widow is given 


the homestead property, all its fur- 
nishings^ tho stables and the library 
in lieu of one year's support. 
Sev- 


eral years ag« Senator Hanna took 
out considerable, life insurance tif 
the benefit of his three children. Tho 
. will provides that thesa p-ifta are not 
to be taken into consideration in tho 
settlement cf the estate. 
The estate 


in main is to be divided into three 
equal parts. The first third was left 
tc Mrs. Hanna, to remain, as her own 
during her natural life and at her 
death to bo disposed of by tlio trus- 
tees. 
Tho remaining two-thirds is 


then to be divided into three equal 
parts and to be divided among the 
three children, shore and s'ju-.re alike. 
But tho shares aro to be held in trust 
by the trustees, who will conduct tho 
affairs'of each and give to them the 
income from, each pa-.-t. In the event 
of the death of the two daughters, 
r.nd they have no children, then, one- 
fourth of their shares is to bo given 
to their husbands and the remain- 
ing three-fourths to the heirs of the 
daughter. 
Tho executors, are not 


It was the di- 
rections of Senator Hanna that all 
partnerships in which he was inter- 
ested during his life should be con- 
tinued tho same as if he were still 
ulive.

Supreme Court Upsets Laws 


for Cities of Stated 


Population. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 
10.—The 
su- 


preme court yesterday held that the 
legislature has no 
power to pass 


laws for the government of cities 
naving not more 
nor less 
than a 


stated population to apply to a sin- 
gle city in the state and to exclude 
other cities of substantially the same 


ize. 
The particular law passed on by 


the court was one enacted last win- 
ter, which was made applicable only 
to cities with not more than 4,645 
nor less than 4,540 inhabitants, and 
therefore only to Biishville, 
That 


city undertook 
to sell 
$35,000 of 


school bonds under the law and the 
question whether Willaim J. Hayes 
was bound by his offer to buy them 
got into the courts. It is held that 
Hayes need not take them, as the 
bonds are invalid. 
OPINION BY JUDGE BOWLING. 


Judge Bowling said: "The possi- 


bility that other cities and towns 
may hereafter meet the narrow con- 
ditions o-i the statute is not suffi- 
cient to take it out of the prohibition 
of the constitution. 


"Its legal foundation is not more 


secure than 1C it had declared to ap- 
ply to all cities and towns bearing 
tbo name ot Rushville, as shown by 
tbo last preceding census. The clas- 
sification is entirely arbitrary and 
artificial. * * * Why should cit- 
ies not exceeding t,545, nor less than 
4,540 bo placed in a separate class 
from cities having a population of 
not "more than 5,000 nor less than 
4,OOOP 


"It is not possible that tho politi- 


cal necessities of one of these classes 
founded on population should be dif- 
ferent 
from those 
of tho 
other. 


* * * In what respect 
does tlia 


ono corporation differ' from all oth- 
ersP The mode cf classification fur- 
nishes a conclusive answer to the 
question. It cor.sic.ts 
solely in ft 


trifling difference in population. The 
requirements of tho statute serve no 
other purpose than to identify thw 
particular city to which the statute 
Fhnll apply."

tion within Bucli narrow limits as to 
embrace a single place. Thus Mail- 
on, Goshon, Alexandria, Frankfort, 
Crawfordsville, Mislmwaka,Martins- 
ville, East Chicago, North Vernon, 
Howell and Converse each procured 
nn act for its benefit that indicated 
so clearly by reference to 
popula- 


tion, the town for which it was in- 
tended that it is so indexed in the 
Statutes.

Atlee Guy Buhl, nearly twenty- 


two years of age, eldest son of Dr. 
W. D. Buhl, was found dead in bed

at his home, 222-1 South Calhoun 
street, shortly after 10 o'clock this 
morning. 
Death had occurred sev- 


eral hours 
before 
mid all circum- 


stances 
indicate that 
in inhaling- 


chloroform to'relieve a violent ear- 
ache from which he had been sufcer- 
iiijj the young man had been acci- 
dentally asphyxiated. 


The distressing discovery wns made 


by hii mother, who had entered the 
son's room to awaken 
him. 
The 


young man lay with his head nearly 
completely covered by the bed cloth- 
ing, and some distance .iway from his 
head was a three-ounce bottle which 
had contained a small quantity of 
chloroform. It was uncorked and lay 
ovcrtuincd upon the pillow, where 
it had evidently 
fallen as lie at- 


tempted to lay it aside when the pain 
grew easier. 


The young man had been left un- 


disturbed during; the morning hourrf 
because his rest during; the night had 
been broken by his pain, 
and the 


thock of the ordeal almost completely 
prostrated Hie mother. 
The faUior 


and other physicians were fit once 
summoned, but though the body w.L-y 
yet warm, the effort to resuscitate the 
young man 
was 
futile.

Shilts was notified, as required under 
the law, but did not reach Ihe Tluhl 
homo to make his exaiuiimtic.ii uutil 
late Friday afternoon. 


WAS SUFFERING GREATLY. 
Young Mr. Ruhl attended the meet- 


ing of lodge No. 3(J, A. 0. TJ. W., of 
which he woe a member, Thursday 
evening and participated in the <era- 
nionies there, returning home about 
10:30 o'clock. He complained of ttu 
intense pain in his ear 
and Mrs, 


Ruhl prepared some cotton and swset 
ill and applied it to his ear before 
iie retired. 
About 
midnight 
the 


young man arose, and in response to 
nquiry, stated tbat he wns still in 
much pain, but told his mother it 
wns unnecessary for her to arise t't 
aid him; that he would go to the fur- 
lace room, get the ear thoroughly 
warm, and he believed he would then 
secure relief. 
Shortly after this he 


returned to his bed mid remained ap- 
f.nremly quiet until morning. 


He was not awakened when other 


members of ihc family arose, inos- 
nuch as his rest had been broken, 
iut members of the family were in 
;nd out of his room several tlmas. 
He was apparently asleep, lying as 


fas his custom, with his head almost 


completely 
enveloped 
in. the bed 


clothing. 
In the morning delivery 


of mail was n letter for the young 
nan and Dr. Huhl himself tc.ok it to 
he son's room and placed it upon the 
dresser there, believing his son still 
asleep. Some hours later the mother 
again entered the room, believing llie 
son was oversleeping himself, and 
;he noticed at once that he was lying 
in precisely the same 
position in 


which she had seen him upon her 
first visit to his room this morning. 
It was then that art inspection re- 
vealed that death had ensued. The 
body was lying slightly upon the 
right side and the face had become 
discolored, apparently from contact 
with the. fumes of the chloroform 
which had spilled from the bottle 
upon the pillow near him. The hands 
were clasped upon his breast and be- 
neath the bed clothing.

[he family believe 
that when the 


'urnes he had inhaled begun to give 
him relief from the pain the young 
nan had attempted to plnce the bottle 
away from him, and in his drowsy 
state it was overturned, and that it 
was this quantity epiHed upon the

HAT? GOTTEN CHLOROFORM. 
Tho chloroform was the remaining 


portion of a quantity •which Dr. Run: 
had used in, his professional practice. 
The bottle originally contained thre-a 
ounces, but Dr. Buhl says that not 
more than, foui- or five drachms re- 
mained in the bottle. It is evident 
that finding other remedies unavail- 
ing in relieving his pain, the young 
man, while down stairs about mid- 
night, had gone to his father's medi- 
cine case and secured the drug. He 
was quite well versed in the use of 
many remedies, and had on previous 
occasions inhaled chloroform to ease 
pain. 


The young man was born, at Shel- 


don, this county, March 7, 1882, and 
in 1893 removed-with his parents to 
this city. He passed through tho 
Hoagland school in Port Wayne, and 
attended the high school tiwo years, 
abandoning this to take a course in 
the International 
Business college, 


from which he was graduated last 
fall. 
He had since -"been, awaiting p. 


position, and was next upon the list 
of graduates for a vacancy. He wag 
a very active member of Summit Oity 
lodge, Ho. 36, A. Q. U. W., the Tribe 
of Ben Hur and of Edwards camp, 
No. 3127, Modern Woodmen of Amer- 
ica, in all of which fraternities 
h? 


carried life insurance. 


Guy Buhl, as he was familiarly 


known, had quite a wide acquaintance 
and was universally respected. 
He 


was a young man of unusual attain- 
ments, cheerful disposition and lofty 
integrity. He looked forward hope- 
fully to a successful business career, 
and those who knew him best say he 
was thoroughly admirable in every 
attribute of character and devotedly 
attachsd to Ms mother. 
The surviv- 


ing relatives include the parents, 0110 
brother, Grays ton A., and one sister, 
Miss Georgia Ruhl, who will 'have the 
unbounded sympathy of all in their 
sorrow.
